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"OPEN LETTER TO YUGOSLAVIA" by Babe (Brautovich) Hill 
My Very Dear Yugoslavia: 

I hope this letter finds you and your family of islands as beautiful as 
I found you on my recent trip. I am just fine, but I am wiser, more aware 
and more proud of my Yugoslav heritage for having met you. 

I did many "firsts" on my way to you. To begin with it was my first 
airplane trip, but my sense of humor saw me through the turbulence. As a 
native Californian I merely gave them a Richter Scale rating, and now I'm 
looking forward to my next airplane trip. We did lose our luggage in Zagreb 
but putting my first step on your soil superseded anything else. 

We traveled from Split to Sveti Stefan by "Autobus" and by auto. We 
went down your coast and around the islands by boat, that is something that 
will live in my memory forever. You are a Fantastic Country! I met some of 
your very wonderful natives. In Split, we saw the beautiful Hajduk Stadium 
and we walked the Stari Grad, which was very busy, crowded, and lovely ( I 
would say ancient, but that applies to all of your cities and villages alike). 
How they have mixed the high rises with all the antiquity, and yet the older 
people remain very custom conscious. The younger folks seem western in attitude 
and dress. I will always remember names like ZORKO, NFDA, MERI, DRAGICA, THE 
MATICA ISELJENICA, and also the trip by bus to MAKARSKA with the JEDINSTVO 
ANSAMBLE. They were playing at the very large and beautiful MAESTRALA HOTEL and 
the MATICA IS3ELJENCIA had arranged for us to go with them, (some more of your 
beautiful people). This group you have to see to believe. They are talented 
artists of the highest caliber. They made us very welcome and sang all the 
way down the coast. The hotel, service, and program were excellent. 

Your island of Brae, is like a scene out of a historical movie. We stayed 
at the VRILO HOTEL in POSTIRA, and walked to DOL. We spen L five very wonderful 
days there and met the Hotel Clerk, MATE BIZACA and the Director IVICA RADIC, 
NIKO SOLUTld, DR. DARKO JELINCIC, PROF. SRDJAN SKARIC and many more, too 
numerous to mention. Postira is one place I will return to. 

The trip down your coast was a sight to behold. The weather was typical 
California, azure blue skies, and big white fleecy clouds. By this time I was 
feeling the language barrier. On board ship I wanted to buy Ron some slippers. 
Well, I knew how to say spavaca soba and cinela, also koliko kosta, but how 
much are your bedroom boots??'? Any way, it took me ten minutes to get that 
out. When the clerk said in perfect english "Lady, the slippers cost 511.00 
dollars American money" which was great because I never did figure out your 
dinar system. We went by Hvar, Korcula and many njore Adriatic Emeralds. 

Dubrovnik, Stari Grad, Cavtat, Mocici and Cilipi I got to know prettv 
well. These were times and places nearer to my heart (my father was born in 
Mocici). The beauty is the same; the flowers and the Italian cypress, many 
mountains of pure rock.and granite. Most of the village homes are hundreds 
of years old. We lived with my cousin NIKO BRAUTOVld in Mocici. Is beauty 
really in the eye of the beholder or does everyone see you as beautiful 
ocean, green and rocky mountains, emerald islands, beautiful and very ancient 
buildings, churches and cathedrals too old to exist but thev qo on. One more 
impressive thing I did was to hold the hand carved gold and silver cross that 
was used to bless thousands of Christians in their fight against the Turks. 

That was in Kotor with thanks to TONY JAKICEVIC the curator of the cathedral. 

I must close for now .Yugoslavia but you will see more of me because 
my blood ties, Brautovic, dupic, Svago, Divizic and the home of our father, 
on the land of his birth, the land of our roots, so deep in the earth is 
calling me back to vou. With love and pride.

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T he meeting of Vuk Karactfic and 
Jernej Kopitar in Vienna in 1814 had 
far-reaching consequences for the Serbian 
language and its literature Unlikely as it 
may seem, these two sons of peasants — 
Kopitar (1780— 1844) from the Slovenian 
village of Repnje. between L|ubljana and 
Kranj and Karadzic (1787—1864) from the 
Serbian village of Trsic near Loznica — 
were to reform the Serbian language and 
orthography and set the course of Serbian 
literature 

In their youth, both had been 
shepherds Kopitar had enjoyed a more 
regular education, in accordance with 
Austrain law (the present-day Republic of 
Slovenia was then under Austrian rule) 

While still at elementary school he learned 
to read and write in both his mother 
tongue and German winning a scholarship 
to the Latin Secondary School Havmc 
mastered Greek and Latin he had the good 
fortune to meet a great Slovenian patriot. 
Ziga Zojs a very wealthy man and patron 
of the arts, and subsequently became his 
secretary In his house he managed to 
learn French and Italian as well, to read 
the Italian classics, and master English He 
was ab«e to benefit by the large library and 
enter the circle of the most cultured 
Slovenes of the time writers and teachers 
who were working for a national revival 
educating the oeoplo and awakening 
patriotic feelings, shaomg the Slovenian 
literary language from the dialects studying 
the origins of the Slavs and their literacy, 
and collecting folk, literature and sayings It 
was m this circle that Kooitar gained ms 
knowledge and understanding of general 
Slav, as well as Slovenian problems.

Vuk was less forlunate in his education, 
for Serbia under Turkish rule had no 
regular schools. Fojlowing instruction from 
a relative, a merchant named Jefta Savic. 
with the help ofa private tutor in Loznica. 
and a short period of tuition in the 
monastery of Tronosa. Vuk managed, with 
his tremendous application and excellent 
memory, to make himself the best educated 
person in his region When the First 
Serbian Uprising broke out in 1801. an 
attempt to throw off over four centuries of 
Turkish rule Vuk became the secretary of its 
local leader When rebellion died down in his 
region. Vuk went oft to Sremski Karlovci. a 
town in the present Autonomous Province 
of Vojvodina, then part of Austria-Hungary 
to prepare to enter the high school (fyceel. 
but by the time he got a certificate to say 
he was capable of following the course he 
was too old for entry. It was probably tittle 
consolation for him to be told that with his 
present knowledge he could already be a 
priest, a primary school teacher or a clerk 
in Serbia In Karlovci. Vuk had learned to 
study in a disciplined manner and to 
behave fike the townsfolk. In the meantime, 
the Uprising in Serbia had spread, and Vuk 
returned to become a clerk in the Sovjet 
(the highest body of authority on the 
liberated territory). He began to learn 
German privately, and in 1808 entered the 
newly-opened High School (forerunner of 
Belgrade University), where the first 
generation of administrators and military 
leaders of the future Serbian state had 
begun their further education But Vuk was 
among its students only one year- he was 
afflicted by a disease of the leg and 
despite treatment in various spas, was left

lame for life After a short spell of teaching 
•n Belgrade he became a customs officer 
in northeastern Serbia 

After the collapse of the Uprising in 
1813. Vuk took refuge in Vienna On 
August 1 in the same year the first issue 
of Novine serbske (Serbian News) began to 
appear in this city, through the 
encouragement and assistance of Jernej 
Kopitar. For the New Year issue in 1814. 
Vuk Karadzic submitted an article on the 
failure of the Uprising Kopitar as Austrian 
censor for all Slav writings, was unable to 
approve this for publication, for the sake of 
good Austro-Turkish relations But the 
article greatly interested him because of its 
logic and the fine Serbian language, 
essentially popular speech similar to that 
in the early works of Dositej Obradovic 
(1742—1811). his favourite Serbian writer, 
and founder of the High School in 
Belgrade which Vuk had briefly attended 
Kopitar had in fact translated several of 
Obradovic s works and written much about 
him After several meetings with Vuk, he 
was convinced he had come across a 
highly gifted man. and one who was very 
knowledgeable about life and conditions in 
Serbia Discovering m the course of 
conversation that Vuk was well acquainted 
with his national folk songs and poetry, 
Kopitar suggested that he should write 
down as much as he could remember of 
this oral folk literature. This Vuk did Other 
ooems were recited to him by a relative. 
Savka Zivkovic. who had also fled to 
Vienna with her husband, but the majority 
he recorded while travelling through South 
Slav lands. Delighted with this task within 
a month he had prepared for the press 
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anthology of 100 lyrical and eight epic 
poems, and published them in Vienna, in 
1814, under the title Mala prostonarodna 
slavensko-serbska pesnanca. Kopitar 
translated this anthology into German and 
sent copies to Goethe and Jacob Grimm 
Both were most enthusiastic about these 
Serbian folk poems and retained an interest 
in them till the end of their lives. 

In the same year, again at Kopitar's 
suggestion, Vuk compiled his Pismemca 
(Primer), the first grammar book of the 
Serbian national language, in which, under 
Kopitar’s influence, he began to urge the 
introduction of the popular speech and 
phonetic spelling in literature 

In this period, the Serbs, their 
insurrection crusheo. again fell under 
Turkish rule The rebel leaders had mostly 
left the country and were quarrelling 
among themselves In 1815. however, a 
Second Uprising was launched under Milos 
Obrenovic. which succeeded in winning 
Serbian autonomy Milos, with whom Vuk 
was to wage a long struggle began his 
lengthy rule as prince of Serbia At that 
time, the official and literary language 
among the Serbs was Old Church Slavonic, 
the language of the highly educated and 
Church hierarchy which controlled Serbian 
literature for the most part in the 
introduction to his Pismenica . Vuk wrote

Ljub^ana at the end of the 18th century 


that he did not consider himself sufficiently 
learned to write a Serbian grammar, but as 
none of the Serbian scholars had done so. 
he had decided [o undertake this task His 
motto: “Write as you speak and read as it 
is written" meant the use of Serbian 
popular speech in literature and the 
introduction of the phonetic alphabet of 30 
letters which is used today in the Serbo- 
Croatian language. 

In 1815. when Vuk was finding it hard 
to make ends meet and wished to return to 
Serbia to find some occupation there, 
Kopitar tried to keep him in Vienna, finding 
him work as a reviewer for Serbian books 
in Viennese papers, and encouraging him 
to persist in his scholarly work, in one 
letter he wrote: 'You are destined to 
perform greater services to Serbian 
literature than many who have attended 
every kind of school ” Although a great 
admirer of Kopitar (“I shall return to see 
not Vienna, not the Prater and Schbnbrunn. 
but you"). Vuk was not a subservient pupil 
If he was sure of his point he would not 
give way As early as 1814 he was advising 
Kopitar about some linguistic errors in 
No vine serbske 

In the early 19th century, Vienna was 
the gathering place of all the Empire’s 
many nations Among them was a group of 
Serbs, mostly from present-day Vojvodina, 
ana also refugees, priests and students 
from Serbia, who were undergoing 
education there, issuing Serbian 
newspapers and printing Serbian books. 
Vienna was to play an important role in the 
political and cultural life of the South Slavs 
throughout the 19th century 
Thus, on foreign soil, began the fruitful 


cooperation between the Slovenian teacher, 
desecribed by Jacob Grimm as “a miracle 
of learning,” ever ready to sacrifice himself 
for others in the cause of scholarship, and 
the gifted Serbian pupil, unhampered by 
prejudices and eager to acquire knowledge 
from anyone. 

The list of Vuk's publications was 
augmented by lyrical poems (women’s) and 
heroic epics. Kopitar translated and 
reviewed them, and encouraged others to 
do the same By recommending Vuk's 
works, he drew attention to the Serbian 
nation, its aesthetic qualities, ethical 
concepts and ideas, and together with Vuk 
helped to dispel the general ignorance on 
this subject. Because of the wide interest 
in folklore in that period, conditions 
favoured the success of Vuk and Kopitar's 
endeavours. 

This success was furthered by Vuk's 
Dictionary, which was Kopitar's idea, and 
on which Kopitar worked for over two 
years, giving Vuk methodological and 
technical advice and translating words from 
Serbian into German and Latin, thereby 
giving the Dictionary added importance. 
Besides acquainting the most eminent 
authorities in this field with this work, and 
introducing Vuk to leading Russian and 
German scholars. Kopitar also defended the 
Dictionary against opponents of the new 
orthography and the use of popular speech 
in literature. 

The close friendship between these two 
great men lasted till the end of Kopitar's 
life. His name will always remain linked 
with that of Vuk Karadiic, for Vuk's 
language reforms were certainly the fruit of 
their joint labours.

NEW SCIENCE OF GRAVITATION 
UPSETS EINSTEIN THEORY

In the recently released slience fiction movie, The Final Countdown, 
in true Sci Fi fashion the latest and largest US Navy aircraft carrier 
Nimitz \tfas transported through time and space back to WWII. In the movie 
somebody said: "There are some mysterious forces in the universe about which 
we know very little", or words to that effect. 

Perhaps the greatest and most mysterious force in the universe until 
recently has been the force of gravitation. That is the force that prevents 
all of us from flying off into space. Instead it keeps us on the surface 
of the earth where we belong and gives us our weight. 

What is this mysterious force that seemingly passes right through every¬ 
thing; the earth, the air, the vacuum of space? Nobody knew until recently. A 
nuclear and space scientist friend of mine has now found the answer. 

Thanks to our own Nikola Tesla we .have long known what causes electrical 
energy in all of its manifestations. How it'is created, controlled and har¬ 
nessed for use. But not so for gravity. It is one force in nature that has 
defied human intelligence and understanding. 

It was not until about 300 years ago that mankind became aware of the 
special force called gravity somewhere down in the earth that seems to be 
pulling us toward it like a magnet. Yet the force is not a magnetic force. 
Magnets attract certain metals but not people or all of the elements that 
exist as does gravity.
